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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1972. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Turner  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  your  district  for  the  year  1972. 

HOUSING. 

There  is  a continuing  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  in  the 
town,  especially  for  elderly  persons,  but  proposals  are  in  hand  for  the 
erection  of  20  bungalows  in  the  -urban  district;  this  is  a welcome 
development  for  the  old  people  on  the  waiting  list.  No  other  council 
building  of  dwellings  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  although  improvements 
to  existing  properties  were  planned.  There  were  approximately  30  - 40 
applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  housing  in  the  town. 

In  October  1972,  the  Housing  Finance  Act  became  law,  instituting 
a system  of  rent  rebates  for  tenants  whose  income  fell  below  a certain  level. 

SEWERAGE. 

Inadequacy  of  the  present  disposal  works  by  overloading,  has 
resulted  in  delay  in  development  in  the  town  of  Narberth.  Proposals  have 
been  put  forward  for  improvements  to  be  carried  out  to  the  Narborth  West 
Sewerage  Works. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  only  one  oase  of  infectious  disease 
was  notified  from  your  district  during  the  year;  this  was  a case  of  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis.  Once  again,  a certain  number  of  cases  of  mild 
summer  diarrhoea  occurred  in  your  area,  in  common  with  the  remainder  of  the 
County.  This  infection  is  prevalent  in  all  holiday  districts  and  is  duo 
to  a virus  infection  spread  from  person  to  person  and  not  transmitted  by 
water  or  food. 

HEALTH  CENTRE. 

The  new  Health  Centre  in  Northfield  Road  opened  in  June  1972, 

The  cost  of  this  building  was  approximately  £50,000  and  it  is  estimated  that 
it  will  serve  a population  of  some  7,000.  At  present,  five  family  doctors 
are  working  from  the  Centre,  with  facilities  for  dental  treatment,  infant 
welfare  clinics,  speech  therapy,  orthopaedic,  child  development,  audiometry, 
relaxation  and  mothercraft  and  chiropody  clinics. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
collection. of  refuse. from  the  town  and  its  disposal  at  Kingsnoor  Common 
Tip  and  this  system  is  working  satisfactorily.  Previously,  the  Urban 
District  Council  engaged  private  contractors  for  the  collection  of  the 
refuse.

Of  the  total  deaths  in  your  district  during  1972,  9 wore  due  to 
heart  disease  and  3 were  due  to  nalignant  disease;  there  were  no  deaths 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  renaining  8 deaths  are  included  in  the 
details  following

Approximately  50$  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  between 
70  and  80  years  and  approximately  50$  in  persons  aged  over  80  years. 

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Only  one  notification  was  received  from  your  district  and  this 
was  a female  patient  aged  35  years  who  was  suffering  from  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Only  one  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  to  me  during  the  year 
as  mentioned  in  the  previous  paragraph.  No  deaths  from  the  disease 
occurred  during  1972. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis:  The  annual  visit  to  the  County  Secondary  School 
was  made  during  the  autumn  term,  when  26  13-year  old  pupils  were  skin 
tested  and  vaccinated.  The  Chest  Physician  continues  to  examine  and 
vaccinate  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinics  held  regularly  at  Haverfordwest, 
Pembroke  Dock  and  Tenby. 

NATIONAL  HKuLTE  SERVICE  ACT.  1946. 

Local  Health  Services:  Immunisation  and  vaccination  of  children  under 
16  years  of  age  continued  during  the  year  at  the  monthly  infant  welfare 
clinic  and  at  school  sessions.  School  entrants  were  given  ’booster*  doses 
during  the  spring  term  and  13  year  old  girls  were  offered  vaccination  against 
Rubella  (German  Measles)  in  the  summer  tern. 

There  are  three  full-time  district  nurses  and  one  health  visitor 
attached  to  the  group  of  doctors  working  from  the  new  Health  Centre,
